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Saith deponent at the time of such service showed unto the said John Malone the said 
original in part recited writ, and told him to the effect that deponent would require his 
assTstance in the execution of said writ, and that deponent’s object in serving him with 
same was to afford him (Malone) an opportunity of making inquiry and getting advice 
and instructions as to the obligation which it contained for his aiding and assisting in the 
execution thereof, and that as such writ issued in a suit for the recovery of tithe compo- 
sition, the assistance of said Malone and some of the police under his command would be 
necessary to protect deponent’s person whilst executing same, in case of deponent’s being 
obliged to go to the residence of said parties ; saith, that the persons against whom said 
writ issued reside in the parish of Eglish, in the county of Tipperary, about four miles from 
Borrisokane aforesaid ; saith, that on the 28th December last, deponent succeeded in 
arresting the said John Gavan, named in said writ, as he happened to be passing through 
the town of Borrisokane, and deponent detained him in the Bridewell of said town from 
thence until the 4th day of January instant, in the hope that said Gavan would, by settling 
plaintiff’s demand for tithe composition and for costs, have rendered it unnecessary to have 
removed him from said town. Saith, that finding the said Gavan would not settle, the 
plaintiff made arrangements to have him transmitted to Dublin, in order to be committed 
to the Four Court Marslialsea, and fixed on the 4th instant to set out from Borrisokane 
aforesaid. Saith that, on the 3d January instant, deponent waited on said John Malone, 
at Borrisokane aforesaid, and told him that deponent intended to start for Dublin with 
said John Gavan on the following day, and deponent having represented to said Malone 
the danger deponent would be exposed to in conveying said Gavan through the country, 
owing to the unlawful combination there existing against payment of tithe composition, 
deponent requited said Malone to give his aid and the aid of some of the police under his 
command on the following day, to escort deponent and said Gavan, being in deponent’s 
custody, a part of the way towards Roscrea, where deponent intended to proceed with said 
Gavan by the mail for Dublin, and to give his aid in protecting deponent’s person whilst 
discharging his duty pursuant to said writ ; and deponent then showed said writ to said 
Malone, and told him that deponent would be ready to start at such time as they should 
arrange : when said John Malone stated that he could not and would not assist this de- 
ponent to go even across the street, and declined to aid or protect deponent in the dis- 
charge of his said duty; and saith the said John Malone then told deponent that he had 
sent said copy of ,said writ and notice which had been so served on him to Major Miller, 
police magistrate, and that he said Malone had received written directions on the back of 
same from said Major Miller, directing him said Malone not to aid or assist in the execu- 
tion of said writ. Saith, that deponent having procured other assistance at a considerable 
expense, succeeded at great risk in bringing said Gavan to Roscrea; and saith that, without 
the aid or protection of a police or other sufficient force, it would be impossible for depo- 
nent to execute said writ or any renewal thereof against the other persons therein named, 
as deponent verily believes his life would be taken were he to attempt to arrest said persons 
at their residences in said parish of Eglish.

John Gavan and Others, - DefendantJ Castle, maketh oath and saith, that he is head 
of the department in which the business of the constabulary service is performed, and from 
whence all orders and regulations for their guidance are issued, saith, that he now views 
a book marked with the letter A., and endorsed with deponent’s name, and saith that 
said book bearing date in the year 1833, contains the standing orders and regulations for 
the conduct and proceeding of chief and other constables in Ireland, and promulgated 
under the sanction and approval of His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, and saith that 
said book has been promulgated to the police generally, and that is necessary that each 
chief constable and constables should be in possession of a copy thereof, and saith that 
all chief constables should be governed by said rules and regulations, and that the 
said rules and regulations were from time to time prepared by the inspectors-general of 
police, and that he believes the same have been duly approved by the magistrates at quar- 
ter sessions in most of the counties, if not in every county in Ireland, and believes that 
copies of the said rules have been long since exhibited by the officers of police to the 
several petty sessions in Ireland ; and this deponent further saith, that similar rules and 
regulations were at different periods made for the guidance and regulation of the constables 
and sub-constables in Ireland, under the power given by the Act of 3 Geo. 4, c. 103, 
and approved of in like manner by successive Lords Lieutenant of Ireland, and especially 
that the rule now specified in number six in said book, marked A., was approved of among 
others by the Lords Lieutenant of Ireland in the years 1823 and 1825, and is contained in 
printed rules and regulations issued as deponent believes in these years.

The Venerabl e Edmond Dalrymple Hesketh j William Miller, a major in the army, 
Knox - Plaintiff; fmaketh oath and saith, That he was appointed 

John Gavan and Others - Defendants.J by a commission dated lbth November 1827, 
a general superintendant and inspector of the chief constables and constables throughout 
Ireland, pursuant to the powers vested in the Lord Lieutenant, by an Act passed in the 
third year of the reign of His late Majesty King George the Fourth, intituled, “An Act 
for the appointment of Constables, and to secure the effectual performance of the duties 
of their office, and for the appointment of Magistrates in Ireland, in certain cases,” and 
was directed to reside in the province of Munster, and to take under his superintendance 
the police appointed under the provisions of said Act of Parliament in the counties of 
Cork, Kerry, Limerick, Tipperary and Waterford ; that he is required in terms of said Act 
to report upon the conduct and proceedings of all chief and other constables committed 
to his superintendance, and that he is the superior to whom they apply when in need of 
instruction or advice, touching the performance of duties which they may be called upon 
to discharge. Deponent saith, that chief constable John Malone, of the Borrisokane dis- 
trict, in the county of Tipperary, informed deponent by letter, dated 24 December last 
past, that he, Malone, had been required by a certain notice served upon him to assist 
Robert Dudley and others in the execution of a Commission of Rebellin issued from the 
Court of Exchequer, with which Malone stated he had declined to comply, until advised 
as to his obligation to aid in the execution thereof. Saith, that in advising and instructing 
the chief and other constables committed to his superintendance, he has been guided by 
the provisions of the Acts of Parliament regulating the appointment and duties of such 
constables, and the direction and rules from time to time received from Government. 
Saith, that on receiving said letter, he transmitted it to Government, and on the 28th day of 
December last, he, as such inspector, received from the Government written instructions 
on the subject, to the effect that the chief constable might decline compliance with the 
said notice ; and saith, that in the whole proceedings in this case he has been actuated by 
no other motive than a desire to discharge his duty as general superintendant and inspector 
with strict legal propriety, and that nothing could be more remote from his mind than any 
intention of treating with disrespect the authority of the superior court of law, from which 
the writ in question (the first of the kind he has met with) was issued; and saith, that 
he never heard until the 17th day of January instant that said Malone had been required to 
escort any person arrested under said writ, when this deponent received a copy of Robert 
Dudley’s affidavit, wherein that fact is mentioned.

Sir Dublin Castle, 29th March 1834. 

A case having very recently occurred in the county of Galway, in which on an applica- 
tion being made by the Rev. Mr. O’Rourke, a magistrate and tithe owner, to a constable 
of police for protection for his drivers, from whom a rescue had been made a few days 
previously; a party was granted for the purpose, without the sanction of the Lord Lieute- 
nant, which, in process of executing that duty, and in arresting one of the persons con- 
cerned in the rescue, were assailed by the country people, and were obliged, after firing 
several shots, to release their prisoner, the constable considering that his party, which 
consisted of only five men, was too weak to resist the large numbers opposed, to them. 

In communicating to you the above facts, His Excellency desires me to impress upon 
you the necessity of avoiding, in all cases, the risk of performing such duty as this with 
an inadequate force ; and also with a view to prevent the unnecessarily harassing of troops 
and police, that such aid is not to be afforded without His Excellency’s instructions. 

If an actual breach of the peace takes place in the collection of tithes, and a magistrate 
upon the spot calls upon either the military or police force to suppress it, and enforce the 
law, they must of course promptly obey the instructions they may receive.

I AM*directed by the Lord Lieutenant to acquaint you, that having received several 
applications for the assistance of the military or the police m the recovery of tithes, he has 
intimated that he does not deem it expedient that those forces should be employed m that 
or in any other case of the enforcement of civil rights by distress, unless their presence 
shall be rendered necessary by some actual not or breach of the peace.

His Excellency is anxious that it should be understood by all under your command that 
they are to hold themselves in readiness to attend upon the requisition, and under the con- 
trol of the local authorities, and to act with all the promptitude and discretion m their 
power, in order to provide as far as possible for the repression and punishment of all vio- 
, lations of the public peace.

ClECULAE 
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Circular Memorandum for the Information and Guidance of the Police 
Establishment. . 

The Petty Sessions Act having directed that the constabulary shall not be employed in 
the levy of rents by distress, except only in cases in which forcible resistance has been 
actually made, and is proved by information on oath ; it is objectionable in a single magis- 
trate, on the verbal unsworn statement of an individual, to give orders for the attendance 
of the police in cases where distresses have been made. 

The act of patrolling in the neighbourhood is substantially assisting those who have dis- 
trained, and in all cases in which assistance is required, unless where forcible resistance 
has been made and is sworn to, the propriety of directing it to be given should be referred 
to Government. 

The police should understand that their duty on such occasions is strictly limited to the 
preservation of the peace, and that they are not to take part in the proceedings.-

COPY of a Letter addressed to Sir F. Sloven, dated Dublin Castle, 24th December 1835. 

His Excellency directs that the Inspector-general will, in this case*, grant the protection 
required, under the direction of a magistrate ; but his Excellency wishes that the Inspector- 
general should distinctly understand the grounds on which the police protection is in this 
case given, because cases may occur which the Inspector-general may consider similar but 
with respect to which a different rule is to be observed. In this case, the processes issue 
from the Civil Bill Court, and are to be served by persons appointed by that Court who 
have of themselves no authority to command the protection required ; on the other hand 
when the processes issue from the superior courts, parties have the means of obtaining the 
assistance of the sheriff, who is by law invested with full powers to call on the police Or 
military to protect him in the performance of his duty: the same rule applies to the case 
of decrees of the Civil Bill Court ; they are directed to the sheriff, and the parties may 
call upon that officer to execute them; besides in suits in the superior courts, the parties 
may obtain from these courts an order for substituting, as it is called, the service of pro- 
cess, which renders it unnecessary to serve the process personally on the defendants or 
even to leave it at their residence. In all cases, therefore, except in the service of Civil 
Bill processes, his Excellency considers that the parties should apply to the known and 
responsible officer appointed by law for the performance of this duty. The Inspector- 
general will understand that, even in the case above-mentioned, where his Excellency con- 
siders police protection should be given, under no circumstances are the police to act 
except under the direction of a magistrate, and after reference has been made to the Lord- 
lieutenant, and his Excellency’s sanction obtained. The Inspector-general will understand 
that there is nothing in the above to prevent the interference of the police, if called on in 
case of immediate emergency, on the written requisition of a magistrate, to suppress an 
actual breach of the peace.

IN reply to jmur letter of the — , requesting a force to assist in the collection of 

arrears or tithe due to you, I have to inform you that you must submit affidavits to two or 
more magistrates, distinctly proving some specific act of forcible resistance, or such other 
facts as will show that there is a serious risk of life being endangered, or that the public 
peace will certainly be disturbed, if extraordinary means are not resorted to for the protec- 
tion ot the men employed by you in collecting the tithes legally due. 

The magistrates, on the production of such affidavits, will exercise their discretion, 
according to the circumstances of the case, in granting or refusing the aid required. 

In the former case, at least one of these magistrates ought to accompany the "civil or 
military force, and remain with it during the time it is so employed 

It is the earnest wish of the Lord Lieutenant, that, if possible, 'both magistrates should 
personally attend ; because it has happened, occasionally, that the force has been divided, 
and that the presence of a magistrate with each division of the force would have been verv 
desirable. J 

The Lord Lieutenant earnestly hopes that no magistrate having any interest in the tithe 
about to be levied w.ll be appealed to, to decide upon the grant of aid, or will take a part 
in enforcing the levy, or personally appear on the occasion of it. 

The Lord Lieutenant further desires, that this letter to vou may be produced before the 
magistrates to whom you may apply for assistance, and that their attention be called to the 
following extract of a circular to the constabulary of the 29th March 1834. 

His Excellency desires me to impress upon you the necessity of avoiding, in all cases, 
the risk of performing such duty as this with an inadequate force. “ If an actual breach of

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the peace take place in the collection of tithes, anti a magistrate upon the spot calls upon 
either the military or police force to suppress it, and enforce the law, they must of course 
promptly obey the directions they may receive.” 

You will be pleased to inform me of the result of your aplication to the magistrates.
